Various ones of the instant claims more 

explicitly call out the application to MRI devices but in comparison to the claims 

of applicants' prior patent the claims call for the input signal to be a resonance 

signal also. The common thread is the plural channels each having the 

respective gain and analog-to-digital converters at a minimum with the corrective 

features for phase coherence and gain differences with one channel remaining 

normalized. 

The prior art of record does not sufficiently show the plural channels with 
correction for lack of phase coherence and use of a channel remaining
